Scores Arrive 


KEY WEST, Fla., (U PI)- 
Co;ist Guard cutters intercepted 
five more boatloads of Cuban 
refugees in the choppy Florida 
Straits today and guided them 
toward this “freedom port.” 


A Coast Guard spokesman In 
Miami said radio reports indi­ 
cated the five boats contained 
"either 103 or 104 Cubans.” 
This would bring to nearly 500 
the total number of refugees 
who have come to the United 
States under Communist Pre­ 
mier Fidel Castro’s open door 
policy. 


M e a n w h i l e , an estimated 
fi.OOO persons were reported to 
be waiting at the embarkation 
port of Camarioca on Cuba’s 
north coast where Castro has 
set up a “propaganda para­ 
dise” with good food and free 
marine fuel, according to one 
observer. 


The 
boats 
en 
route 
here 
across the 90 miles of open wa­ 
ter today were identified as the 
cabin cruiser Clieo with 10 per­ 
sons aboard; the Flying-G II, 
with 47 aboard; the Hilda, with 
27 aboard; the Always, with 15 
aboard, and a boat identified 
only by number as the FL- 
12tKiOF with 4 or 5 Cubans 
aboard. 


Before today, more than 400 
refugees had made the trip 
since Castro announced his new 
policy over a week ago. 


Millions To Come? 


One of those arriving late 
Sunday night. Havana taxi driv­ 
er Antonio Fernandez, predict­ 
ed that three million Cubans 
will enter this country by the 
end of 1968 if the exit and entry 
routes stay open. 


Washington 
officials 
have 
been more conservative, setting 
the number of Cubans they ex­ 
pect to come to this country at 
about 42.000. 


At least 24 other refugees ar­ 
rived here earlier Sunday and 
one small band of sunburned 
refugees arrived in New Or­ 
leans after drifting for days in 
the Gulf of Mexico. 


Three more boats were ex­ 
pected to arrive here early to­ 
day with 62 persons aboard, 


Rejxjrts from the embarka­ 
tion point of Camarioca said 
the number of beats had be­ 
come so great that the military 
force was doubled there and 
Cuban officials feared Cuban 
refugees 
would 
attempt 
to 
swim to the boats in their anx­ 
iety. 


Takes 16 Hours 


Fernandez and his compa­ 
nions made the 90-mile trip in 
the “Mimo” in about 16 hours. 
The boat was manned by four 
exiles and one of them, fisher­ 
man Agustin Rivero, brought 
back his wife and three daugh­ 
ters, aged 19, 8 and 4. 


They had not seen Rivero 
Mnce he escaped from Cuba in 
1962 in « fishing boat. 


“I was the only one on my 
block who was not a Commu­ 
nist,” said the beaming Mrs. 
Rivero as she hugged her hus­ 
band. “They watched me con­ 
stantly.”

BUENOS AIRES (UPI) — A 
force of 5,500 riot police used 
tear gas, truncheons end water 
cannon Sunday in a five-hour 
pitched battle with 800 suppor­ 
ters of exiled dictator Juan D. 
Peron. The Peronists fought 
back with bricks, stones and 
bottles. 


It was the 20th anniversary 
of Peron’s assumption to power 
in Argentina. Violence had been 
feared, and authorities were 
ready for it. 


Police battled the Peronist 
demonstrators, including many 
women, 
through 
the 
central 
part of Buenos Aires. 


No Gunfire Reported 


Two policemen and an unde­ 
termined number of demonstra­ 
tors were injured, but except 
for a few scattered pistol shots 
there was no gunfire. 


Federal police chief Nicholas 
Rodriguez reported that 659 
Peronists were arrested. 


The riots began about dusk 
near South Side Park when 
Peronists commandeered sever­ 
al buses and overturned the ve­ 
hicles as barricades against 
mounted policemen. 


After nightfall, a group of 
about 800 torch-bearing Pero- 
nists tried to march on the con­ 
gress building. When met by 
police, the rioters dumped gaso­ 
line at a street intersection, set 
i't afire and retreated behind 
the

bands roamed the streets, set­ 
ting fire to trees and shrub­ 
bery.

Super Highway

Rescuers Find Six 
Coal Miners Dead 


CLARKSBURG, W. Va. UPI—S*ix miners trapped deep 
underground when fires broke out in a soft coal mine near 
here late Saturday night were found dead today. A seventh 
man was brought out alive Sunday night but died a few min­ 
utes later. 


“I don’t believe it, I don’t believe it, I have to stay here 
and see for myself,” cried the wife of Clell Leedy, 53, when rescue 
workers brought word they had found the last four bodies— 
those of Leedy and three miners huddled together in an area 
behind one of the fire areas. The miners had died of suffoca­ 
tion. 


It was a heartbreaking end to a 30-hour rescue effort. It 
came only a short time after rescuers found signs which spurred 
hopes the last four might be alive. 


The four bodies were found*----------------------------------------- 


about five hours after rescue 
workers recovered the bodies of 
the two other men. 


The seven men were trapped 
at about midnight (EDT) Satur­ 
day when fires broke out in 
four separate passages of the 
Clinchfield Coal Co.’s Mars No.

Senate Civil Service Committee 
planned today to vote formal 
approval to legislation provid­ 
ing a one-year, 3.6 percent pay 
boost for government workers. 


Ahe pay bill — acceptable to 
the Johnson administration — 
was also expected to be passed 
by the Senate Tuesday or Wed­ 
nesday with final congressional 
approval 
to

quickly. 
House and Senate leaders were 
shooting for congressional ad­ 
journment by the weekend. 


The Senate bill was estimated 
to cost $641.4 million in higher 
wages and fringe benefits, re­ 
troactive to Oct, 1. This was a 
heavy cut from the two-year, 
$1.5 billion pay bill voted by the 
House. 


Higher Tbaa Asked 
The Sen«*« pay raise, howev­ 
er, was still considerably high­ 
er than President Johnson’s ori­ 
ginal request for a one-year, 
three per cent increase with a 
price tat of $410 million. 


House leaders have indicated 
that they would not block the 
Senate bill once it was passed 
and tent to a joint conference 


committee due to the pressure 
of the adjournament rush. 


The breakdown of the Senate 
bill includes $488.1 million in 
pay and $153 million in other 
provisions such as overtime for 
postal 
employees, 
severance 
pay, and postal relocation and 
uniform allowances.

The four were Leedy, of Blue- 
field, who was the foreman of 
the lost crew; Andy Kurusez, 
44, of Galloway; Isaac Moets, 
39, of Moatsville, and Robert 
Savage, 57, of Rosemont. 


Their weeping wives were at 
the mine entrance when the 
bodies were brought up. 


Spotte said it appeared the 
four men attempted to work 
their way to the entrance of the 
mine after the fires broke out, 
but 
were 
driven 
back 
by 
smoke. 


The signs they drew showed 
they then backtracked deeper 
into the mine in search of a 
place where the air was fresh 
and where they could barricade 
themselves against the smoke. 


“Apparently t h e y s t a y e d 
there for some time.” Spotte 
said, “And then they began an 
attempt to find another escape 
route. They worked their way 
back to the area where we 
found the other men. Apparent­ 
ly the bad air got them there."

as far as state office is con­ 
cerned, although he said “One 
of these days I’m not going to 
leave. I’m always here in my 
heart, anyway. 


“I congratulate everyone on 
the new face of Uie Upper Pen­ 
insula. Your effort and the na­ 
tional administration’s dedica­ 
tion to a growth economy are 
some of the things now here 
that were necessary in the past. 
In Africa, every nation Is try­ 
ing to build itself, so this effort 
is part of my being. 


“The things that Congress 
and the State House (Michigan 
Legislature) have done are tre­ 
mendous. What has really hap­ 
pened is that many things that 
we have been trying to achieve 
for many years 
have been 
written mto law. We have not 
accomplished every one. but we 
have cleared the board so we 
can release a whole new body 
of aspirations. 


One Party Rule 


“Africa has one-party nations 
and many of them are not 
really nations at all. They are 
using tlie political party to un­ 
ify the country and break down 
tribalism. Their first purpose 
was to achieve independence 
with one party. In our own 
country no one ran against 
Washington and we didn’t have 
another political party for a 
long time. 


“Similarly with us today, our 
parties have fimctions to per­ 
form. We have achieved nation­ 
al aspirations. But today, with 
half the world going to bed 
hungry, there is no stability or 
chance for peace untU the peo­ 
ple of the world have a decent 
kind of living. 


“Africa doesn’t have enough 
protein, but the real hvmgcr is 
a spiritual hunger for freedom 
and self-govermnent and equal 
dignity with the other peoples 
of the world.” 


Praises Williams 


Williams said that Chinese 
Community Leader Mao Tse- 
tung’s strategj' of war was not 
to attack the cities fc-ontally, 
but to take over the country­ 
side and strangle the cities. 
Africa 
has been called the 
countryside 
for Europe and 
Latin America the countryside 
for the United States in this 
process. 


Senator Hart said “America’s 
image in Africa is good be­ 
cause it is tested by a man who 
represents America and he was 
produced by Michigan Demo­ 
crats. We preached a much 
better game here than we pi-ac- 
ticed until we got 
Mennen 
Williams.” 


Hart said, “we have been so 
occupied (tliis year) with pei'- 
formance that I had to go back 
and find out what the promise 
was. For once the promise fell 
short of the performance. 


“Why, with 40 or 50 nev/ 
Democi-atic congiessmen was 
there a 1964 crisis? It was a 
crisis of politics of the far right. 
It is a classic irony that the 
majcM’ credit for oiu* progress 
must be given to the persons 
who are least willing to accept 
it. 


Parkf Are Near 


“The United States was pro­ 
pelled into progress by politicsl 
forces that advocated the c^- 
posite. We paiised legislation 
that had withered on the vine 
for years. The electioti of Pres­ 


ident Johnson left no one in 
doubt about national wishes. 


“This is Senator McNamara’s 
year. A lot of older people are 
going to be better foi’ medicare, 
so all of us will feel better 
about it. 


“Both national parks—Sleep­ 
ing Bear Dunes and Pictured 
Rocks—will be a reality in a 
year or two years by the out­ 
side. History is sure to say; 
‘Why did they wait so long and 
why didn’t they make them 
bigger?’ We won’t be here to 
explain it; we damned near 
died getting this much.” 


Hart said the U.S. hopes to 
persuade Canada into letting us 
draw some water from Canad­ 
ian sources into 
the Great 
Lakes basin. It would be very 
costly, he ^id, but the ratio of 
benefits to costs would be 10 to 
1 and the abandonment of 
cities would be avoided. “Can­ 
ada thinks it’s best for the U.S. 
now, but it may eventually see 
that it’s a benefit for the both 
of us." 


Clevemer Speaks 


Reviewing national legisla­ 
tion to keep tlie Democratic 
platform promises, Hart said 
“With twice the groes national 
product of the Soviet Union, 
why don’t we move twice as 
fast? I hope that will be tiie 
traditional goal of our party. 
The 
strongest thing 
in the 
world is still an idea. That’s all 
Karl Marx had when he was 
working in a London garrett 
and now 40 per cent of the 
globe is communist.” 
Congressman Raymond Clev­ 
enger 
(D-Sault 
Ste. 
Marie) 
said that he had been back to 
his 20,000 .square mile distinct 
21 times since January. 


“We have the greatest leg- 
klative record of any Congj*ess 
and it came about by the hard 
woi-k of many dedicated and 
loyal people,” said Clevenger, 
“but if we pause here we will 
have failed. 


“We must set up implement­ 
ation in the Upper Peninsula of 
every federal program, and if 
the private economy wants to 
help, that is good too. 


Party Leaders Heard 
“I feel soi’t of soiTv for the 
Republican 
organization 
up 
here. We know how it is to be 
out of power and pleading to 
keep politics out of public off­ 
ice. But we should see that our 
pi'ograms 
have pui*pose and 
that we act not because Soapy 
or Phil Hart are nice guys, but 
because we have programs to 
help the U.P.”

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County Apportionment 


Delta County Board of Supervisors, like the other 
boards of tlie Upper Peninsula, tackled the problem of 
reapportionment at its annual meeting on Oct. 11. 


The action was necessitated by the U.S. Supreiiie 
Court’s ruling* that one-man, one-vote shall be the na­ 
tional law for apportionment. 


Appoi*tionment means tlie distribution of members 
of a legrislative body over the population. The name des­ 
cribes the process that apportions the county board of 
supervisors, or the city council or tlie state leg'islature 
or congress amonjr the voters. 


it might seem a simple matter of. say. electing 20 
supei*visors to represent 20.000 or one sunervisor for 
every 1,000 persons. But it isn’t that simple. Once an 
apportionment system is created, it is very difficult to 
change it because the office holders and the areas 
which would lose repres»>»’tation by cliange fisflit it like 
sin. 


There is gross ineouity in the Delta County annor- 
tionm^^nt of sunevvisors today and this same co’^d^iion 
prevails in all Upper Peninsula counties. Delta’s Hay 
de Noc Township has only 266 population and one sup­ 
ervisor and one vote on the county board. Wells Tow n­ 
ship has 3,295 population and only one supervisor and 
one vote on the county board. 


Tlie Supreme Court has said that this sort of thinir 
is illegral and must end: that every American’s vote is 
equal and that when there is such misanpoi-tionnient 
some voters are substantially disfranchised. 


The inequity in apportionment can be corrected in 
several ways. Tlie simplest would be to create new 
districts of equal ponulation and elect a sunervisor from 
each. Or the old districts could be retained and gfiven a 
vote value proportionate to their population. This latter 
plan would mean that some supei visors would have one 
vote and some several—or a handful. This latter plan is 
cumbei'^ome and poor, with an inequity still persist- 
ingf because some people would have more supervisor 
service than others, even if the voting power were 
equal. 


Delta County Board of Supervisors’ deliberations 
on the issue broug’ht expressions that revealed an un- 
derstandinfT of the problem by at least some of the 
supei-visors. Supervisor Grey Knaus of Cornell said 
Delta migrht come out of reapportionment with 10 or 
15 members, but that it wasn’t realistic to try to retain 
the present number of 27 supervisors. Escanaba Mayor 
Georjre Rusch suggested that a 27-member board is 
unwieldy but that a proposed 5 member board (sug­ 
gested by one apoortionment study for small populAtion 
counties like Delta) would be too few for present day 
govemment. 


But there were only a few' “nay” votes when the 
l)oard voted on the recommendation of its Public Af­ 
fairs Committee that the 27-man board be retained in 
reaprortionment. 


We credit the sunenisors who voted for such a 
policy with sincere belief that this is good public policy, 
and they are exnerienced in board ooeration of the 
county government and their judgment Is to be respect­ 
ed. They cannot s e n s ib lv be accused of trying to per­ 
petuate themselves in office because there cannot l>e 
any retention of present voting patterns under any ac­ 
ceptable refoiTn. 


But the supervisoi’s who voted that way are t(Hi 
close to the forest to see the trees. It is inconceivable 
that if Delta County government were started from 
scratch today it would be set up on nresent lines. Tt 
develoDed its nresent organization in horse and butfny 
days. Modern transTwrtation has made unneces.sarv the 
pre.sent number of townshins. but it m,iv be imnossible 
to dissolve them as governmental entities. The suner- 
visors, however, are gradually bein*r renlaced by pro­ 
fessional taxing officers so that important function 
of the rural supervisor is no longei' really necessary.

The .simple fact of life about Delta County popu­ 
lation, which will control the county board under the 
new national one-man, one-vote law, is that more of its 
peonle live in the cities of Escanaba and Gladstone than 
in all the 14 rural townships. And tVie city trend of 
population increases. There are 20,658 persons in the 
two cities, according to the I960 census, and 13,610 in 
the townships. The present anportionnient of the board 
is 11 supervisors and taxing officials from the cities 
and 13 from the townships, so the present annortion- 
ment is even more unfair to the townships with large* 
population than to the cities. 


The experience which 27 members l)rinji to a board’s 
deliberations doesn’t impress political scientists. They 
equate it more with confusion and conin'-omise than 
with decision and progress. And of course it’s needlessly 
expensive.

The best reasi*n for a small Imird is not economy, 
but (luplity. it should be harder to get e'ected tu a 5>nian 
boai’d than a 27-man board and the fi''<’ff»rence should 
work ^ 1- boaixi quality and excellence of govei-nment. 


There seems to us to be a serious confusion of staff 
and line functions in the present structure of the board 
with a city assessor as a member. Presumably he was 
named because the elected rural sunervisors are town­ 
ship assessors, but the function of the county board 
should be to set policy, not administpr it: the assessor 
should be a line officer, not staff. But this should be 
taken care of under the Suoreme f’ouit’s d'fUnii that 
representatives shall repiesent people, not offices, nor 
geographical areas. 


Reapportionment offers the counties a chance to 
restructure their governments for its improvement. 
Keeping present board numbers is starting off on the 
left fool.

Q I have dentures which fit 
poorly and keep the inside of 
my 
mouth 
red and swollen 
most of the time. My friends 
tell me I’ll have to go w ith­ 
out my teeth for a couple of 
weeks beiore a good impression 
can be taken. I’m a salesman 
and just can’t afford this. Isn’t 
there a new method for a prob­ 
lem like mine? 


A. While it may not be ne­ 
cessary to 
go without your 
dentures for a couple of weeks 
to permit the tissues of your 
mouth to be suitable for tak­ 
ing 
good 
impressions, 
most 
denture specialists recommend 
a rest period of from one to 
several days. During that time 
mild mouth rinses, such as a 
salt and baking soda mixture, 
or one of the more mild mouth 
washes available, must be used 
frequently. 


Many dentists now use a 
“tissue-conditioning reline ma­ 
terial” in an irritating, poorly 
fitting denture. This material 
sets slowly and adapts itself 
to the contours of the tissue 
in two or three days time. It 
is 
soothing 
to the 
inflamed 
areas, and should be used as 
a treatment procedure, over a 
period of 
several 
weeks 
or 
more, according to the heal­ 
ing. 
When the mouth tissues 
bcfome 
normal, 
proi>er 
im­ 
pressions may be taken and 
new dentures constructed. 


Not 
all 
cases 
of 
denture 
mouth soreness respond to such 
treatment, and it may be ne­ 
cessary to remove flabby oi‘ 
damaficd 
tissue 
by 
surjiicai 
means. And of course, the gen­ 
eral bodily health of the pa­ 
tient and his nutrition must 
always be reviewed, 
and if 
necessary, built up. 


Q. Recently our family den­ 
tist passed away and so we 
have begun to make use of the 
services of a recent graduate 
of our local dental school. 
I 
was amazed by his policy of 
replacing the lust teeth of our 
family and his refusal to pull 
those which 
I felt were no 
lunger good. Is this proceduie 
really proper, or is it merely 
a means of income for this 
cliap? 


A. The idea of pulling teeth 
whieli will definitely serve a 
needed purpo.se is something 
which has gone out with the 
horse and buggy, No longer is 
the only relief for a bad tooth­ 
ache the extraction of a tooth. 
In fact, it has been found in 
most ca.ses tliis is usually a 
last resort. 
Each and every 
tooth in our mouth was de­ 
signed ior a specific purpose. 
Without a full set of teeth, our 
chewing and the eventual di­ 
gestion of the food is greatly 
inhibited. This will, in a long 
ruji. have a definite influence 
on our general health. 


The loss of a tooth may have 
many effects on those remain­ 
ing. The force with which we 
bite will have a tendency to 
move the remaining teeth in­ 
to the space. This, again, will 
influence our chewing ability 
to a great extent. Often, this 
is the reason for favoring one 
side of the mouth to the oth- 
ci' 
when chewing 
our food. 
When this happens, the teeth 
and 
muscles 
become 
over­ 
worked. This if lik e^ to be 
the cause of what peonle oft­ 
en refer to as a sore or tired 
jaw. In addition to this the 
teeth involved are weakened 
and worn in the process and 
early loss of teeth may occur. 


The shape, size and position 
of the teeth have a definite 
purpose, All of thes« factors 
■id in keeping the teeth frtc 


from cavities. When a space 
remains after a tooth has been 
extracted, the space is an ex­ 
cellent place for the build up 
of food and bacteria. This is 
the ideal environment for cav­ 
ities. In a short time a tooth­ 
ache will occur because of the 
extent of the developing cav­ 
ity. If this is allowed to come 
about, eventual loss of addi­ 
tional teeth will result. 


The Ig.^s of teeth will also 
often cause the “falling out” 
of others. This will result when 
a lower tooth is removed and 
its upper mate remains. Each 
time we bile, all of the teeth 
in the upper and lower jaw 
will meet, with the exception 
of the one opposite the space. 
This will result in this par­ 
ticular 
tooth 
working 
itself 
loose. Before too long, another 
space will result from the loss 
of this upper tooth. 


Actually, these are only a 
few of the many reasons why 
we have found it is definitely 
necessary to fill those vacant 
spaces. The end result of this 
type of work, you will find, 
will be gratifying in the future. 
The 
prevention 
of 
further 
tooth loss, 
the efficiency of 
chewing and the enjoyment of 
a meal w'ill all increase. 
In 
addition to this, the smile will 
be natural because there is no 
longer the need for hiding un­ 
sightly spaces.

These are worth-while meas­ 
ures but she wants to know if 
Lysol is a strong enough dus- 
infectant to use. Also how long 
it will be necessary to take 
the medicine prescribed to kill 
the worms. 


Roundworm eggs are found 
in soil where they can remain 
alive for years. They will not 
hatch until they are swallowed. 
These eggs are so small that 
they can be carried on dirty or 
sticky 
fingers 
without 
your 
knowing it. From the fingers 
they may be deposited in the 
mouth or on food.s. Lysol is a 
concentrated 
s o l u t i o n 
r>nri 
should be diluted before using 
in accordance with the instruc­ 
tions 
given,

roundworm eggs are very re­ 
sistant to any chemical djsin- 
fectant.

a large mass of worms will 
completely obstruct the bowel,

The most satisfac­ 
tory treatment is a single dose 
of Piperazine.

Welch IS Birch Society 


WASHINGTON

Even as fresh 
assaults 
are 
mounted against the John Bireh 
Society, an old and less critical 
i-efrain is heard in some quar­ 
ters: 


“The Birch Society is com­ 
posed of good, patiiotic Amer­ 
icans. They are very nice peo­ 
ple. The only problem is that 
their 
leader, 
Robert 
Welch, 
once foolishly charged that for­ 
mer President Elsenhower was 
a dedicated Communist agent.” 
In close accompaniment, it is 
suggested that Welch, in tlie 
intervening 
years up 
to this 
moment, has said nothing el^e 
on this high order of nonsense. 


Further, it is 
argued that 
eveti if he had, the Birch So­ 
ciety exists as an entity apart 
from him and in no way bound 
b\ his personal judgments and 
pronouncements. 


Welch himself, while .scorn­ 
ing criticism, would be the first 
to deny the 
valdity of both 
these notions.

He is the John Birch Society. 
By his own often-repeated as­ 
sertion, it is a monolithic body 
under completely authorative 
control (his) at all levels. 


A look at the society’s “blue 
book” and many of its recent 
monthly bulletins shows plain­ 
ly that he holds within his ow'ii 
hands both the organizational 
reins and the 
entire policy­ 
making function. 


In a television interview, he 
underscored 
the 
firmness of 
his policy line when he said; 
“There aren’t two sides to every 
question. This was started by 
the liberals. It’s a fiaud.” 


From time to tirne, Welch 
hears belatedly of projects in­ 
itiated by local Birch groups 
or other conservative agencies 
which .seek to tie the society 
into their 
«ffort. 
Invariably. 
Welch 
disavows the projects 
and reproves their initiators for 
being so bold. 


In his monthly bulletin a few 
months ago, he 
delivered this 
typical reproof; 


“We cannot expect our team 
to win this "game* if the stadi­ 
um is full of quarterbacks, all 
of them throwing balls out on­ 
to the field right while we are 


asking our players please to 
keep their eyes on ti^e ball." 


Welch has said in interviews 
that at least a "couple of dozen 
times” Birch Society members 
liave been expelled for behavi­ 
or or comment no: suited to his 
standards. A member of his

says, 
too, that anyone who disagrees 
with Welch can leave the so­ 
ciety. 


Welch fives 
his 
followers 
plenty to chew on. 


As already well reported, his 
inid-1965 
"scoreboard 
map" 
shows communism the main in­ 
fluence in 88 of 123 nations and 
territories 
outside 
the estab­ 
lished Communist bloc. He says 
the United States is now 60 to 
80 i)er cent under Red control. 


If his earlier targets inclu­ 
ded 
D\\'ight 
Eisenhower, 
his 
brother 
Milton, 
John 
Foster 
Dulles and his brother Allen, 
today Welch is firing just as 
insistently at figures like De­ 
fense Secretary Robert McNa­ 
mara, whom he says is “sabo­ 
taging our armed forces . . , . 
and installing 
probable 
sub­ 
versives among our officers.’' 


He 
regards 
Secretary 
of 
State Dean Rusk as “one of the 
chief architects” of a U. S. for­ 
eign policy that allegedly han­ 
ded China to the Reds. 


Prominent as 
these targets 
are, liiey hardly 
suggest the 
force and 
sweep of 
Welch’s 
latter-day 
attacks. 
These are 
leveled 
across the 
board at 
nearly the wliole of govrmnent, 
the press and radio-television, 
the churches, the 
schools. He 
sees a tinge or a flood of Red 
iieaily everywhere iti America.

WASHINGTON <UPI) ~ Steel 
production dropped sharply in 
September and caused a de­ 
cline iii U.S. industrial produc­ 
tion for the fli'st time in 11 
months, the Federal Reserve 
Board reported BYiday. 


The board said industrial pro­ 
duction fell one point during 
the month to 142.8 per cent of 
the 1957-59 average. 


The board jrcported produc­ 
tion of iron and. steel declined 
13 per cent in September and 
continued to fall in October. 
Steel users had heavy inventor­ 
ies because of the strike threat. 


It was the first monthly de­ 
cline since October, 1964. when 
the twai'd’s index of industrial 
producticjn fell from 134 to 131.6 
in the wake of automobile in­ 
dustry strikes.

NATO Reported 
Planning Move 
Of Headquarters 


LONDON (UPI) — Conttngen- 
cy planning is under way for a 
shift of NATO’s political and 
military headquarters from Pa­ 
ris to alternative bases outside 
France, 
authoritative 
soiu-ces 
said Saturday. 


Despite formal denials, the 
sources said such plans are un­ 
der active study, with Britain, 
Belgium and Luxembourg as 
the most likely alternative sites 
for NATO’s headquarters, ii a 
move becomes inevitable. 


Allied planners still hope tiiat 
French President Charles de 
Galle will not make the shift 
necessary. But the possibility 
that NATO may have to leave 
Paris is now being seriously ta­ 
ken into account and prepara­ 
tions to meet such emergency. 


Enquiries have been made in 
London, Brussels and Luxem­ 
bourg and indications were that 
NA’TO 
headquarters 
may 
be 
split up, the political staff being 
located in Britain and the mili­ 
tary, for tactical reasons on the 
continent, probably in Luxem­ 
bourg or Belgium, the sources 
said. 


De Gaulle's ultimate inten­ 
tions regarding the NATO al­ 
liance so far reinain obscured. 


He served notice in his recent 
press conference that France

A grocery list is a kind of 
meal plan. But is it enough? 


“Why not take that list a 
step further and break it into 
blocks of menus?” a^iks Mrs. 
Anita Dean, 
Michigan 
State 
University foods and nutrition 
specialist. “You may not want 
to plan ahead for an entire 
week, but you can plan three or 
four days at a time.’ 


She says some homemakers 
feel it’s easier to arrange menus 
on a day-to-day or meal-to- 
meal basis, but they are miss­ 
ing the opportunity to make 
better use of leftovers. 


“If you plan ahead, you can 
often save time by cooking 
large amounts of some foods 
and freezing what’s left. This is 
particularly useful for women 
who work,” Mrs. Dean com­ 
ments. 


And planning can help make 
meals 
more 
attractive. 
Gar­ 
nishes, for example, are more 
efective if you plan them, ra- i 
ther than using whatever hap­ 
pens to be in the refrigerator. 


In planning, Mrs. Dean sug­ 
gests that you decide first what | 
your main dish will be. This i 
might be the meat you serve or j 
a main' dish casserole. What- | 
ever it is, it provides the focal' 
point for the meal. 


*‘Plan the rest of the menu 
around this main dish,” she 
stresses, “Other dishei should 
complement it.” 


To avoid repeating flavors 
and textures, plan appetizers 
salads, 
and 
desserts 
simul­ 
taneously. You wouldn’t want 
to serve an orange gelatin sa­ 
lad and an orange chiffon pie 
at the same meal. 


Mrs. Dean reminds that the 
meal is more pleasant if you 
choose a dessert in relation to 
the 
main 
course. 
In 
other 
words, serve a light dessert 
with a rich, filling main course 
and vice versa. 


For example, a rich Michigan 
blueberry pie is more pleasing 
after a chef salad luncheon. But 
an easy-to-prepare platter of 
fresh fruit is better than cake 
or pastry for complementing a 
steak and french fries meal, 
comments Mr*. Dean.

Men’s 
and women’s slacks and shirts 
and children’s wear ?re all be­ 
ing made from fabrics with the 
new durable press fi ish. says 
Bernetta Kahabka, specialist in 
textiles for Michigan State Uni­ 
versity’s Cooperative Extension 
Service. 


The aim of durable press is a 
completely ‘‘no iron” textile pro­ 
duct. Manufacturers say it is an 


improvement over the familiar 
wash and wear fabrics. 
| 


Although durable press fabrics 
are constantly being improved, 
there are stUl a few problems 
for which the consumer should 
be aware. 


Discoloration can sometimes 
be noted after repeated wash­ 
ings. Some white fabrics tend to 
yellow and in some garments the 
creases along the 
pleats 
and 
edges may lighten. 


New resins ai*e being develop­ 
ed to prevent white fabrics from 
turning yellow. This will open up 
a vast market in men’s dress 
shirts the specialist reiwrts. 


Creases in durable press gar­ 
ments are placed for the life of 
the garment and there us no 
known way of removing them. 
This 
complicates 
alterations, 
especially in children’s clothes 
where the hemline 
may 
be 


changed several times during 
the wearing life. Alterations in 
men’s and boys’ slacks are also 
difficult. 


Durable press clothes look best 
when tumble dried rather than 
drip dried. The specialist cau­ 
tions that such clothes should not 
be put through the wringer. 


Touch up pressing is still a pas- 
sibility. 
Miss 
Kahabka 
says, 
“Never needs ironing are strong 
words and potent promises.” 


Blends of polyest«* and cotton 
are the most popular permanent 
press fabrics. These blends im­ 
prove the wearing quality and 
make possible lighter weight fab­ 
rics. Also worth watching are the 
100 per cent, man-made fibers. 


The specialist forecasts that 
improvemoits within the indus­ 
try win expand the durable press 
market to include sheets, drap- 
ei‘ies, slipcovers and tablecloths.

Needs Machines 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - It' 
takes four minutes of labor to 
produce a bushel of corn in the 
United 
States,

21 man 
hours to produce one bushel in 
Ecuador, a Michigan State Uni­

told an agricultural meeting 
here today. 


Dr. Carl W. Hall told the Ag­ 
ricultural Research Institute of 
tlic National Academy oi Sci­ 
ences 
that 
South 
American 
countries 
urgently 
need 
in- 
c r e a s e d farm mechanization 
nnd more intensive use of fer- 
tilizeis to booist theii* cwps. 


But he warned that would be 
useless unless there were also 
a program for development of 
industry, education and trans- 
jxjrtatiMi there. 


"Before mechanization can be 
brought 
to 
these 
countries,” 
said Dr. Hall, “the U.S. must 
overcome such deterrents as un­ 
favorable economic ix>Ucies in 
Latin America and a 30 to 40 
per cent illiteracy situation.” 


Thirty years ago, the agricul­ 
tural oxi>ert said, Latin Ameri­ 
can countries out - produced 
North American on • per acre 
ba.sis and were underselling us 
on the world market. Now, he 
said. Nortli America produces 
hvice as much lier acre as the 
Latin American countries. 


Mechanization and fertilization 
he said, were the answers. He 
}<aid American farmers appb' 
nearly three times as much 
chemical fertilizers per acre as 
their Latin 
American neigh- 
l>ori. 


But he emphasized that <me of 
the most limiting ilactors in the 
development of 
American 
agriculture is the quality of its 
labor. "The labor is often not 
trained or educated to work in 
an advanced techmriogy,” said 
Dr. Hall. 


“Undoubtedly 
mechanization 
could help these countries,” he 
said. “But before we start mov­ 
ing machines into Latin Amer­ 
ica, we need some long range 
programs to emphasize educa­ 
tion, 
primarily in 
tbe rural 
ai'€«s, devoted to agricultural 
development and research to 
answer their probicms.” 


“American industry can work 
more closely with these coun­ 
tries to spur international trade 
so that in 10 to 25 years we 
can trade with them as we now 
trade with Europe, Japan and 
other parts of the world.”

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Sleep, Sleep, It's Wonderful

NEW YORK — (NEA) — 
Americans 
are n ’t 
so 
wide 
awake. 


A lot of them w alk around 
all day half-asleep. And m il­ 
lions of them m ove around as 
It they’re aw ake w hen they are 
really asleep, according to Dr. 
Joost A.M. M eerloo. 


“There exists no sharp di­ 
vision beiween being asleep or 
aw ake.” says the H olland-born 
psychiatrist. “M any 
who call 
themselves aw ake 
live auto­ 
matically 
w ithout 
awareness 
and wakefulness. As Shakes­ 
peare put it: “T he eyes are 
open but their sense is shut.’ 


“The clinical estim ate is that 
there are four m illion sleep­ 
w alkers in the U nited States. 
A ctually, we arc all sleepw alk­ 
ers and walking dream ers.” 


The 
associate 
professor of 
psychiatry at the New York 
School of Psychiatry and lect­ 
urer in political 
psychology, 
New 
School 
for 
Social Re­ 
search, has m ade a deep study 
of sleep — and has come up 
with some interesting conclu­ 
sions. 


“Many prim itive people sleep 


standing up,” he says. “They 
do He dow n because they feel 
they have to be continually on 
the 
alert 
for enemies. O ther 
^ prim itives .squat, some craw l 
I under 
leaky 
lean-tos. w hile 
i others prefer sleeping bags in 
the open. 


“T he ancient Romans slept 
on stone benches. I had to keep 


I m yself rem inded of this w hen 
1 slept on a concrete floor in 
one of my wartim e sojourns in 
jail.” recalls Meerloo. 


The author of 30 books and 
m ore than 400 scientific papers. 
M eerloo was a m em bers of the 
Dutch 
arm y when the Nazis 
I invaded 
Holland. 
W hen the 


I low lands w ere taken, M eerloo 
' joined 
the 
underground. 
He 


i was captured bj' the Nazis, es- 
, caped 
to 
England and 
cam e 
' back to help reclaim his coun­ 
try.

I 
M eerloo is an authority on 
j brainw ashing, as well as sleep. 
He relates the two subjects in 
'one of his books. “D epriving 
victim s of sleep plays an im ­ 
portant p art in softening them 
I up to have their m inds con- 
, ditioned,” he says. 


Although he realixes the im­ 
portance of sleep, M eerloo does 
not worry about “ insom niacs” 
who actually spend more time 
asleep than they know. 


“There is a distinct clinical 
difference betw een the feeling 
of not sleeping and actually 
not sleeping,” he says. “ You 
can never rely on a person’s 
estim ate and account of sleep­ 
ing hours. Many w'ho com plain 
of not sleeping 
w'ell 
spend 
hours and hours in a sleeping 
state.” 


Meerloo say.s there are rare 
individuals 
who 
never 
sleep 
al all—at least not the way 
we know slum ber. They don't 
close their eyes or even lie 
down but rest for periods sit­ 
ting down w ith th eir eyes wide 
open. They are carrying to the 
lim it the business of actually 
being asleep w hile apparently 
awake.

W hat 
we 
call 
deep 
sleep 
usually is pretty shallow , ac­ 
cording to M eerloo. “As a m at­ 
ter of fact, nobody really sleeps 
like a log,” he says. "Even in 
norm al sleep there is a con­ 
tinual moving about. S tatisti­ 


cally, the average person makes 
35 to 45 m ovem ents a night.” 


Even th e most w ide-aw ake 
person cannot be expected to 
rem ain th a t way for long per­ 
iods. 


“T hanks to experim ents, we 
now realize that men on sentry 
duty cannot be expected to stay 
alert for more than three of 
four hours at a tim e,” M eerloo 
says. “It is also a w arning to 
drivers of cars th a t the m onot­ 
ony of driving induces sleep.”

'Convenience' 
Meats Are On 
The Increase 


EAST LANSING - M ichigan 
consum ers will not only eat more 
m eat by 1980, but they’ll dem and 
m ore built-in services in their 
purchases, according to Michi­ 
gan State U niversity scientists. 


The research ers estim ate an 
increase of 65 per cent in beef 
consum ption. 20 per cent more 
pork and a 27 per cent increase 
for lam b and m utton between 
now and 1980. Only veal con­ 
sumption will decline — to about 
25 per cent less than now. 


F urthei'm ore, these consum ­ 
ers will be 
dem anding 
more 
ready - to - cook, convenience, 
“heat-and-serve.” 
or 
“ boil-in- 
bag” 
processed 
m eat. Item s 
such as pre-fried canned-irradi- 
cated bacon, freeze-dried stew 
and barbecue, and pre-packaged 
boneless-frozen m eat cuts will 
constitute a g reater proportion , 
of sales. 


These 
specially 
processed 
m eats, say the scientists, will be 
in lim ited usage by 1980, but they 
will be offered to 
com plem ent 
fresh m eat sales. 


They projcct a trem endous in­ 
crease — up to 80 per cent — 
in sales of pre-trim m ed, whole­ 
sale m eat cuts, prepackaged and 
convenience item s. 


These projections were m ade 
as ]>art of P roject ’80, MSU’s 
futuristic look at M ichigan’s ni- 
ral potential by 1980. Studying 
the future of livestock and m eat 
m arketing are J. F . Price, food 
scientist: H. M. Riley, agricul­ 
tural econom ist; and W. L. Mc­ 
Leod, m arketing agent in Ad­ 
rian. 


They point out that m any of 
the m eat “ substitutes” experi­ 
m entally produced from plant 
proteins in the early 1960’s will 
be in com m ercial production by 
1980. Consum ers of these item s 
will be i>ersons requiring special 
diets and-or people witii low in­ 
comes. 


These “ substitutes” will only 
have a slight effect on the de­ 
m and for red m eat in the next 15 
years, sav the scientists. But ov­ 
er an extended 
period, 
such 
foods m ay indeed cut into the 
total m arket dem and for m eat.
